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ing perigvnia gave it a distinctive apj)earance wliich would immediately 
attract a student familiar with the common Interior oi northern New 
England. Study of the j)lant sliows it to he a very e.xtreme variation 
of that common species, which, as it ordinarily occurs, has broadly 
deltoid-ovate wide-s|)reading j)erigynia. This peculiar variety in the 
St. John vallev, collected on an e.xcursion of the state botanical 
society, may appropriately hear the name of .John Josselyn, the pioneer 
botanist of Maine. I therefore proj)ose to call it

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The Cliffs” near the Penobscot River wIumi it was just j^a.ssing 
out of bloom at the first date giv(‘n and later I collected it in fruit and 
clcistogamotis flower. Sj)ecimens have l)e(‘n setm by President Ezra 
Brainerd who verifies my identification of the plant.— Oka W.
